Joseph Shaw, a Waiter, Suffocated 
and His Body Burned to a Crisp. 


Mrs. Lundberg Risks Her Life Rather 
Than Leave Her Treasure. 


BTOOD GUARD OVER A TRUNK CONTAIR- 
ING $8,468 UNTIL IT WAS TAKER OUT. 


Jumps Made by Walter Wise and His 
Wife, William Siewart and His Wife 
and Billy Porter—Hew the Fire Was 
Discevered—Theugtt te Be Due toe a 
Deteetive Steve—Talk ef Incendiarism 
—The Less en the Building. 


A megro rushed into the dar - room of the 
Garden Theater at Fourteenth and Chestnut 
streets at 4:25 o’clock this morning and told 
the bartender and Thomas Eryson that the 
place was on fire. Bryson ran upstairs and 
began to awaken the inmates. A panic en- 
sued. Women jumped fromthe windows of 
the burning Delldiag, and men crowded their 
Way down the stairway. Joseph H. Shaw, 
a waiter, aged 19 years, who was sleeping in 
the rear of the building, was suffocated 
and his body was burned toa crisp. Instead 
of following the others who were sleeping in 
the rooms, he tried to fina the 
stairway, and was overcome dy the smoke. 
The fremen when they arrived stumbied 
over his body, thinking that it was a piece 
of wood, and it was only after the fire had 
Deen almost extinguished that it was learned 
that one life had been lost. 

The proprietor, H. Lundberg, and his aged 
mother and a half dozen attaches of the 
place were in the building when the fire 
broke out. Walter Wise and wife, William 
Stewart and wife and Billy Porter were com- 
pelled to jump from the second story win- 
daws to save their lives. 

The bulliding, owned by W. W. Charles, 
was damaged to the extent of $7,500. Charles’ 
insurance ia Sample, Lowe & Law’s agency 
is $6,000. Lundberg’s loss on the contents, 
consisting of furniture and theatrical appli- 
ances, amounts to $4,500. He has no insur- 
ance whatever. 

An ola trunk containing $8,468 in currency 

‘was carried fromthe burning building just 
in time to save it. It belonged to Arabella 
Lundberg, who refused to leave the building 
until the trunk was taken out. 

_BRYEON’S EXPERIENCE. 
Thomas Bryson, the bartender who first 
gave the alarm, had a thrilling experience in 


the rounds of the room twice, and succeeded 
bi awakening allthe lodgers, and warning 

them of the danger with which they were 
threatened. 

In the meantime Munnaliey had ren into 
the street, yelling are“ which attracted 
the police to the seene. 

ALARM GIVEN. 

Officers Hickey and Kavanaugh turned in 
an alarm from box g at the corner of Thir- 
teenth and Chestnut streets and then re- 
tarned to the burning Building and set about 
rescuing the inmates. In this they were 
alby assisted by Officers Ryan and Sullivan.

The Fire Department responded qnickly 
and in afew minutes after the alarm was 
turned in everything that was possible was 
being done tosavethe bullaing and rescue 
tohse of dae inmates that still remained on 
the inside. 

The rooms occupied by the lodgers were in 
the front of the second story, facing on 
Chestnut street, and directly over the sa- 
loon, a storeroom anda room occupied by 
the Dr. Oarter Medivine Co, 

The main portion of this floor was used for 
wine rooms, which ran around the room ina 
semi-circular way and looked Gown upon the 
stage, which was situated in the rear of the 
floor below. In the rear of this room, on the 
left hand side, and facing upon the 
alley, was the room occu pied.

LIST OF THOSE IN THE BUILDING. 

The entire list of the persons occupying 
rooms in the building at tke time of the fire 
is as follows: Harry Lundberg and Mrs. Ara- 
bella Lundberg, his mother; Lillie Gass, a 
hired girl; Billy Stewart, a barber 
and his wife, * performer a 
the theater whose stage name is Laura But- 
ler, Walter Wise, a plano player, and hig 
wife Ruth, whois also a performer, and the 
two waiters, Shaw and Porter. 

HUSBAND AXD WIFE JUMP. 

The first to make their escape from the 
burning building were Walter Wise and his 
wife, which they did by jumping from the 
window of their room on Chestnut street to 
the ground, clad only in their night clothes, 
The story of their escape as told by them is 
to the effect that Urs. Wise first became 
aware of the fire by seeinga bright light 
flash through the transom of their doer, 
which leads into the theater. She at once 
aroused her husband, and on opening their 
door both were nearly suffocated by the 
dense volume of black smoke which poured 
into the room. Witkout waiting an instant 
Mrs. Wise grabbed her husband's vest, which 
contained his wateh, money and diamond 
pin, and threw herself out of the window, 
calling on her husband to follow her. She 
fellinto the outstretched arms of Thomas 
Bryson and a couple of bystanders and es- 
caped injury. Her husband immediately 
followed her example, and likewise escaped 
unhurt.

THE STEWARTS ESCAPE. 

William Stewart and his wife Laura also 
had a narrow escape from death. Stewart 
was first awakened by the smell of smoke 
and a moment later heard the warning 
given by Bryson as he hurried from room to 
room arousing the inmates. On opening the 
door to investigate he, too, was nearly suffo- 
cated by the dense smoke, His wife, who 
had also been awakened, jumped from the 
bed and they hurriediy tried to collect a few

One or two managed to grope their way 
through tke dlinding smoke in the hallway 
to the stairs and in that way made their 
pscape to the street. 
jumped from the windows were so closeiy 
pressed by the fames that they did ant even 
have time to dress and leaped from the win- 
Gows in their night clothes. 

Willing Bands at once 1 them up and 
they were hurried to different houses in the 
locality, the owners of which had thrown 
apen their deors to receive the uafortun- 
ates. 

Owing to the short space of time between 
the first alarm until the whole interior of the 
building was a seething mass of flames. it is 
almost miraculous that more of the iamates 
did not lose their lives or at least receive se- 
rious injuries, 


SHAW’S FATE. 
As it was, the only fatality was that of 
Burt Shaw, who occupied a room in the 


rear of the second story on the left-hand 
side, directiy over the stage. His 
y was burned to a crisp.

80 rapidly, however, that they 
were obliged to abandon their 
efforts in this direction, and throwing up 
the window, Stewart jumpedto the ground 
telling his wife to follow him. He was unin- 
jured by the fall. The dense Smoke, which 
had continued to pour in at the door, had by 
this time partially overcome Mrs. Stewart, 
and by the time she reached the window she 
was in a fainting ‘condition, Leaning out of 
the window in an attempt to jump, 
she lost comsclousness and fell from 
the window into the arms of Officers 
Ryan and Sullivan who stood ready 
to catch her. She was urconscious 
when she reached the ground and was 
taken to 1327 Chestnut street, where she soon 
revived, and it was found that she had sus- 
taihed no serious injury. 

Lillie Goss, the servant girl, was more 
fortunate than the majority of the inmates. 
She was awakened by Bryson kicking at her 
coor and made her escape by the stairway, 
which is locate near her room. She is also 
Goubly fortunate in having her trunk saved 
from the flames, in which she had $100 worth 
of clothing, $30 in cash and $600 in checks, 


which represent a saving of many year 
hard work on her part. n 


RESCUE OF MRS. LUNDBERG. 

After the first excitement resulting from 
the discovery of the fire and tne escape of 
the persons in the bailding had partially 
subsided, it was remembered that no one 
had seen Arabella Lundberg, the aged 
mother of the proprietor. About this time

She reached the ground safely, 


THR TREASURE TRUNK SAVED. 
Then Bryson set abcut savingthe trunk.

He dragged it ie de udo dad with at 
difficulty lifted it tothe sill, Them he let it 
slide down the plank. He followed it ver 
quickly ae be knew that it contained a small 
fortune and was afraid that semeone else, 
knowing what a large amount of money was 
in the trunk, would break into it and carry it 
away. When he reached the ground 
he was in an exhausted condition, put he 
crawled to the trank and when he was found 
he was lying ontopof it half tnsensible yet 
aware ofthe fact that he was guardinga 
treasure. Herefusedto aliow the trunk to 
be moved until Lundberg himself came for 
it. The first question that Mrs. Lundberg 
asked, when she regained her presence of 
mind, was whether or not the trunk had 
been saved. 

Lundberg, when asked why he kept so 
much money in the house, said that it was 
safer withthe old lady than it was any- 
where else and that he had always made ita 
rule that when anyone came to his place 
witha bill so large that he could not change 
it, not to charge them anything for what- 
ever they bought. 

Biily Porter, the waiter who roomed with 
shaw, was taken tothe Dispensary to have 
his wounds dressed and afterward was con- 
veyed to 1406 Pine st. When seem at the lat - 
ter place about 8:30a. m. he appeared to be 
resting easily and was surrounded by a 
circle of friends who were congratulating 
him on his narrow escape. ‘‘Shaw and I 
went to bed together about 8 o’clock in the 
morning,. he said, aud we went right to 
sleep. The first thing Iknew of the fire was 
when Shaw woke me up. The room was 
then full of smoke and 1 could not see 
a thing. We both jumped out of bed at once 
and Shaw grabbed me by the arm and told 
me to come with him through the hall and 
get down stairs. I told him I was going to 
jump out the window and trie@ to persuade 
nim todo likewise. lIeven tried to pull him 
towards the window with me. We became 
separated, and I heard him go out In the hall 
still calling on me to follow. I did hot dogo, 
though, but groped about till I found the 
window and then broke the glass with 
my hand and jumped to the alley. 
Lianded on my feet but fell backwara and, 
striking my head on the stones, got a couple 
of cuts on it, but they dom’t amount to 
much,’’ 

Thomas Bryson said that he and Munnalley 
made a tour of the entire Dullding about 2 
o’clock in the morning and found everything 
all right. 

John Maxey, a eisar dealer, and M. Rich- 
ler, a grocer, occupy stores on the ground 
floor of the building, on the Fourteenth street 
side. The rear of Richler’s store and his 
stock was damaged to the extent of 6800. 


CAUSE OF THE FIRE. ,

BEYOND DENYING Hie GUILT ROGERS 
MAINTAINS A STRICT SILENCE. -.

Some of the Jewels Have een Rees 
ered and Rogers, it Is Alleged, Hat 
Been Identified as the Mae Whe 
Pawnea Them—Maae Presents t6 a 
Young Lady im the West End. 


Thomas Rogers, a salesm@n for the Mer- 
mod-Jaccard Jewelry Co., at Broadway and 
Locust street, was arrested by Depaty-sheriff 
Gelmer at the Hotel Rotter, 12h and 
Olive streets, on a Warrant charging alm 
with the larceny of 62,000 worth of 
diamonds. The warrant was sworn 
out by Goodman King, the mana- 
ger of the Mermod-Jaccarad Jewelry Co. 
The diamonds alleged to have been stolen 
are described as two pair ot diamond ear- 
rings and one diamond stad, Rogers refused 
to make any statement. 

WHEN THE JEWELS WERE TAKEN. 

It has been the custom of the firm for many 
years to go over the entire stock every 
morning to see that none of it Had been lost. 
Owing to the great rash of business 
just prior to the holidays this precaution 
was omitted from about Dec. 1 last until 


after Christmas, and it is during this period 
that the dlamonds are said to have been 
taken. Atanyrate, atthe first stock-taking 
after the holidays the jewels were missed, 
and at different times sinee then valuable 
pieces of jewelry have also been abstraeted 
from the stock, until the value Of the goods 
taken is said to exceed $10,000. 

The articles frit missed cobsisted of two 
pairs of diamon:! earrings and a diamond 
stud, which together were valued at about 
$2,000. As soon as the theft was discovered 
the tirm employed Private Detective Thomas 
Furlongto ferretout the thief. Ever since 
then the detective has worked continually 
upon the case and the result was 
that by last Friday he had collected enough 
evidence, he thought, to warrant him chars - 
ing Rogers with being the thief. Furlong 
at once went to Rogers and held a 
lengthy conversation with him which 
resulted in Rogers’ connection with 
the firm being severed and dis re- 
pairing to the Hotel Rozier, where 
he has since remained in the Company of one 
of Furlong’s .operatives. The prosecution 
clalms to have evidence which proves be- 
yond doubt that Rogers is the 
guilty party. The earr-rings which had been 
pledged for a Wan and the stud which 
had been sold outright, have been recovereu 
and Rogers is said to have been positively 
identified as the one Who disposed of them.

HOLDS THAT IT 8HOULD PARTICIPATE 
ACTIVELY IN STATE AFFAIRS. 


His Definition of he Roma Catholic, the 
Gecular and the Protestant Views of 
the Church and the State—The Evan- 
gelical Alliance Votes to Have the Pa- 
per Printed in Full. 


The Evanegical Alliance met in monthiy 
session at 11 a. m., at Bowmon Hall, 15% 
Lucas place. Rev George B. McCullough, 
rastor of the Glasgow Avenue Presbyterian 
Chureh, read a paper entitled ‘*The Sphere 
and Function ofthe Church in America To- 
day. In substance he sa!d: 


The visibie church is always a mixed body, 
yet in America there is a pure form of Onris.- 
tianity as represented by the denominations 
in the Alliance. The sphere of the true church 
is as Wide as human life, and its functions 
include the family, the school. and the State, 
because the chu:ch is the only divinely con- 
stituted medium for the regeneration of the 
world. Differences arfse as to the means of 
this regeneration, The scriptural idea of 
saving men contemplatesa Christian social 
relationship. The redemption inciudes all 
the social relations of human life. 


THE THREB VIEWS.

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Negro Burglars Blew a Safe in 
Broad Daylight. 


Daring Deed Committed at Ollie May’s 
Disreputable Resort. 


CARRIED A 400-POUND SAFE OUT OF 
y HER ROOM, 


The May Weman and Anether Were in 
Bed Asleep at the Time—Teo Large «& 
Charge ef Pewder Was Used te Biew 
Up the Safe and the Diseharge Sheek 
the Neighberheed and Summened the 
Pelice—the Burgliars Fied, Leaving 
Behind $2,500 Werth of Diamends 
and $150 im Cash. 


One of the boldest pieces of burglary and 
safe-biowing that das come before police 
since the time of Hedgepeth, Slye and that 
gang was perpetrated about 8 a. 
m. by two or three negroes at Ollie 
May’s disteputable resort, 1215 Pine street. 
The burglars gained access to the premises 
through a rear gate, which was left open, 
foreed open with a jimmy a kitcher or wash- 
room door opening into the yard, and with 
the same instrument forced the lock on a 
door which opens into the dining room, and 
makes it possible to go to any part of the 
house. 

Once inside of this door the burglars, as if 
possessed of speciai information as to where 
there was big booty and how the land lay. 
and also showing that the job was weil con- 
templated, ascended the front steps leading 
to the second floor, went directly to the front 


room, which was occupied by Ollie May and 
one of her inmates. Hoth women were 
asleep atthetimeandthe doorof the room 
was open. The burgiars saw that everytRing 
was in good shape for their work. 


STOLE THE SAFE. 
They entered the room, seized a 400-pound 
**burgiar - proof’’ iron safe which 
stood in the far corner of the room 


and which contained diamonds valued at 
$2,500 and $150 in currency, and carried it 
down stairs, through the house and into a 
coal shed, which adjoins the wash-room in 
the rear and faces the alley. 

As soon as they got the safe into the 
shed, the burglars seized a table 
ein which was hanging ona line inthe 
wash room and stretched it across a window 
in the coal shed which opens on the alley to 
prevent discovery. Ihen they went te work 
on the safe. They had a safeblower’s kit 
with them, for they tried first to 
bore a hole in the door near the 
combination and failed. Then they 
hammered off the combination and the 
handle of the door, and poured powder into 
the safe door through the hole left by the 
handle being broken off. They must have 
used about ten pounds of powder, to fill the 
cavity in the door, for when the discharge 
went off the report was heard as far 
north as Washington avenue and withina 
radius of several blocks Om ali other sides. 
The building even shook. the safe itself 
was literally tora to pisees. The heavy bolts, 
on which the door hinged, were snapped and 
twisted like pieces of candy, and the interior 
was blown all over the shed. Several parti- 
cles of iron fiew atand struck the beams in 
the roof of the shed and large heles were cat 
intojthem., 

THE POLICE ARRIVE. 

Within three minutes after the explosion 
Officers Hickey and Gregory Kavanagh, who 
were on Thirteenth and Olive streets when 
they heard the report, were on the seene, 
surrounded by acrowd of pedestrians who 


were on their way to work when they heard 
the crask. There wasn't a soul in the coal 
shed. The omcers took in the situation at a 
glance, and as they entered thejshed they shut 
Out all spectators. Ihe place was so full 
ofsmoke that they could mot see. As soon 
as the smoke cleared away they made an 
investigation and found several boxes con- 
taining diamonds and other jewelry valued 
at fully $2,500. These were lying about 
on the i fioor of the shed, and 
in another spot was found a 

aekage of money amounting to $150. The 

urglars were unsuccessful, for though they 
succeeded in opening the safe, they made 
sucha noise that they were compellea to 
quit the sceneina hurry, leaving the booty 
behind. Ollie May looked over the property 
found in the shed and said nothing was 
Missing. 

MEW SEEN AT THE HOUSE. 

Previous to the explosion a short while, 
one of the inmates ofthe house came down 
into the dining-room and was surprised to 
nud the door open. She peeped through the 
crack in it and saw two negroes ia the wash- 


room. One wasasmall man, and he sat in 
the entrance to the shed; the 
other was a tall man «nd 
stood up near the outside door of the wash- 
room. The girl became frightened and went 
back upstairs. It is evident that at this time 
they had the safe out of the reom and down

The Earthquake in South America 
Probably Not a Great Disaster. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 29.—Dr. Zebal- 
los, the Argentine Minister here, has re- 
ceived no report from his Government of 
earthquakes in the Provinces of San Juan 
andLa Rio Ja. He is hopeful, therefore, 
that they have not reached the dimensions 
ofa disaster, as the cities are among the 
most prosperous in the rapubdlic, 

A little over 100 miles to the south of the 
city of San Juan, capital of. the pravince of 
that name, is Mendosa. In 1861 Mendosa was 
a thriving city of 40,000 inhabitants, but was 
utterly destroyed in that year, only abeut 
2,000 of the inhabitants escaping Geath in the 
catastrophe. Mendosa and San Juan are 
aimost equidistant from the 
active volcano of Aconcagua, 5 
roglons in the plains along the foot of the 
Andes there are all sujectto frequently re- 
curring earthquakes, and the buildings in 
the cities have to undergo constant repairs 
from the damage by earthquakes. 

San Juan and La Rio Ja are important 
cities, the latter being the eenter of the wine 
industry. Ihe two provinces are devoted to 
fruit raising, canniag and wine making. 


DESTRUCTION AND DEATH. 
Bunxos ArRESs. Oct. 29.—A correspondent 
at La Rio Ja, capital of the ~-Province of the 
same name, telegraphs that the city has been 
ruined by Saturday night’s earthquake, The 


ehurches, schools and public edifices were 
allthrown down. The people are camping 
out in the neighborhood. Comparatively 
few were killed, as there was.a general rush 
into the open air when the first shock came 
at 4:80.

Mot a house in town is 
without damage. It is reported that in 
various parts of the province the ground 
opened and a geyser of boiling mud and 
water spouted forth.

The national Government is 
sending special trains with doctors, tents, 
food and every kind of assistance, as well as 
laborers to clear away the wreckage.

It is estimated that at least 20,000 
persons are homeless.

HEAVY LOSSES. 


— 


Disastrous Conflagration Among East 
St. Louis Freight Cars. 


A disastrous fire broke out in the ware- 
house of the Jacksonville Southeastern 
Ra llroad Co, in East St. Louis Sunday night. 
The sheds cover a space of 100 dy 1,300 feet, 
and were largely filied at the time with bales 
of hay and cotton, which only tended to in- 
crease the conflagration. The warehouse is 
located abouta half-mile south ef the Relay 
Depot, and being surrounded on all 
sides by a net-work of tracks, 
there were hundreds of freight curs 
endangered andavery large number with 
their contents destroyed. It will be several 
days before the actual loss can be eompated. 

The Ore broke out about 10:30 b. m., when 
flames were seen issuing through the roof of 
the sheds. The alarm was sounded by the 
whistles of several engines near the scene, 
but owing to the fact that there was nota 
single fire plug in the yards and it was al- 
most impossible to get a line of hose to the 
warehouse, the fames had full sway. 

Within twenty minutes from the time the 
fire was discovered the entire line of sheds 
was ablaze and about fifty freight cars 
afire. ,A lerge number of the cars were 
hauled and pushed away by volunteer crews, 
and in this manner many of them with their 
contents escaped with a severe seorching. 

One detachment was run as far as the 
Relay Depot, where streams of water were 
turned on it and the flames extinguished, 

The Bast St. Louls fre company finding it- 
self powerless to fight the conflagration, had 
several of the St. Louis companies sum- 
moned but, when they arrived, the fre had 
gained such headway, that little good could 
be accomplished’ 

The wind was blowing at the time from the 
west and hence every man that was avalil- 

& bie was pressed into service in clearing the 
tracks to the east ofthe conflagration. After 


dangerous and persistent work a space of 
several hundred feet was cleared and the 
further progress of the fire checked. 

It is estimated taat nearly a mile of ties 
and the same amount of tracks were so bad- 
ly injured as to be un for future use. 

By midnight the ards surrounding the 
warehouse had bee; cleared of cars and no 
turther damage apprehended. The fire nat- 
urally called out large crowds from all diree- 
tions, and Madison and Venice were well 
represented, Had the wiad been from an- 
other direction many homes would have 
deubtedly been destroyed.

Health Commissioner Homan touches 
upon asubject of paramount importance 
in his report concerning the purity of our 
water supply. His suggestions as to the 
perils of impure water and the means of 
guarding against unwholesome elements 
are all worthy of attention. 

But of especial interest. and pertinence 
are his recommendations with regard to 
steps that should be taken to prevent the 
pollution of the Mississippi River by the 
Chicago drainage canal. The Post-

The 
great rivers are the concern of Congress,and 
their purity should be preserved by Fed- 
eral laws which will protect the citizens 
of all States from dangers of stream pollu- 
tion. The matter is beyond the control of 
local authorities and is properly the sub- 
ject of Federal investigation and action.

iste now ready to invest in the enter- 

rise if * should be satisfied of its 
easibility. aj. Hibbard is now able to 
State that the capital, both Canadian and 
foreign, is satisfied, and that he has there- 
fore been able to eater into contract with 
United States Senator Pettigrew of south Da- 
kota for the bullding of the Midland Pacific 
from Sioux Falls, S. D., to Seattle and Taco- 
ma, Wash... a distance of some 1,600 miles. 
The success is thus assured of what will un 
doubtedly be one of the great transcontin- 
ental routes. Asked if the construction of 
the road was to be undertaken at an early 
Gate, he replied: 

de first section, extending from Sioux 
Falls to the coal felds of Wyoming, about 300 
miles, will be built in the spring of 1895. 
These fields, by the way, contain im vast 
quantities a coal equaiin quality to the best 
produced in IIlinols. Since South Dakota is 
entirely without coal or other fuel in any 
amount, it will be seen what an advantage 
she will derive from these increased facill- 
ties for fuel that is plentiful and cheap.

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HOT CLAMOROUS. 


Hiemest Soldiers Whe Really Deserve 
Pensiens Are, in the Main, Medest and 
Are Forced Inte the Backgreund by 
the Jumpers, Cewards and 
Deserters — Perjury, ,Fergery and 
Every Species ef Fraud Empleyed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27.—The re-argu- 
ment of the Long pension case in the Distriet 
of Columbia does not awaken very mueh in- 
terest. Commissioner Lochren is confident 
that the same opinion as arrived at before 
will be reached. In his annual report the 
Commissioner reviews the Long case at some 
tength, in which he says: 

„This case has attracted wide attention 
because Of the fact thatthe pensioner is one 
of the Judges of the Supreme Court of 
Michigan, and hes uponthe rostrum and 
threagh the press unstintingly denounced 
the bureau and myseif for alleged arbitrary 
and illegal proceedings in the reduction of 
his pension ,and because of the suits instiga- 
ted by him in this District against myself to 
prevent stich reductions.‘ 

After reviewing the proceedings in the 
case Commissioner Lochren furtber says: 

“38 88 clear that under honest but 
mistaked interpretation of the pension laws 
by prior commissioners tbis pensioner has 
obtained fromthe treasury more than $7,000 
to wihch de was never lawfully entitied. 
Should he make good bis assertion that he 
will take thiscase for decision to the su- 
preme Court of the United States he may, 
when it shall be finally decided, consider 
the propriety of returning this. money to the 
Treasury.’’ 

In the report the Commissioner discusses 
the work of special examiners, which has 
been criticised in Congress and elsewhere. 
He says: 

The report of the Chief of the division ex- 
hibits the character and importance of its 
work. Cases which appear to have merit, 
Dut on which the claimant is not able to ob- 
tain essential evidence, are, with such in- 
formation ip respectto the witnesses as the 
bureau can obtain, placed in the hands of 
special examiners, who are often able te dis- 
cover and obtain evidence necessary to 
provethe claims. The larger partof the 
force is aiv&ys kept employed on this class 
of work. But the Special Examination Di- 
vision, alded as it is by the Law Division, 
constitutes the main protection which tke 
Government has against fraud and imposi- 
tion. Most of the pension attormeys and

some among them are the most dishonest 
and unscrupulous of men, dealing habitually 
in perjury, forgery and every species of 
fraud. Without special examiners the vii- 
lainy of such men would operate without 
check or fear of detection and be generaily 
successful. Itistoo often suecessful now in 
spite of all safeguards. Such mea attract 
the unworthy as clients—the bounty jump- 
ers, cowards and desertersand the fraudu- 
lent malingerers. 

„ many of theircrimes are diseovered, 
their fraudelent cases overthrown and them- 
selves and their guilty confedérates brought 
to punishment by the work of special exam- 
iners (there were 194 convictions for pen- 
sion frauds last 13 itis but natural that 
such men and. their clients should be 
loud and unceasing in decrying special ex- 
aminers as spies, and seeking with the aid of 
unscrupulous partisan newspapers and pol- 
iticians, to create a prejudice against 
special exaininers inthe mindsof deserving 
pensioners and others, The worthy and de- 
serving soldiers are stil modest in the race for 
pensions, are elbowed to the rear by the un- 
worthy in tweir continued struggle for pen- 
sions and increases,as when operating for 
bourmties.. They crowd themselves to the 
front at soldiers’ gatherings with resolutions 
1 ore pensions and denunciations of 
every regulation tending to unmas< or pre. 
vent disuonesty and fraud as unfrliendly to 
the soluler. Tneir insatiable greed and 
detestation of all regulations made to insure 
hofesty and restrain or discover frauu, 
shameiessly prociaimed, has done mucin to 
lower the regard which would otwerwise be 
universaily manifested for the deserving sol- 
dier. It nas been reported that the attempt 
to discoter frauds is a new movement, and 
credit has been given mein that direction to 
which lam not fairly entitled. 

Iue Commissioner then copies extracts 
trom reporis of commissioners ever since 1870 
to show that the utmost care is necessary to 
prevent fraudulent pensions, after which he 
adds: 

**] have selected these extracts from the 
reports of the earlier commissioners since 
the civil war to show that special examina- 
tions, fraudulent claimants, dishonest claim 
agents, and the practice of dropping un- 
worthy pensions from the rolle have all 
existev inthe past. But ia those early days 
the frauds in pension cases did notfind ae- 
tive champions in public menor much sup- 

rt from the public press. 

The provision placed on the pension appro- 
priation bili Dec. 21, 1893, preventingx the 
Commissioner from 8 Pensions un- 
til fraud nad actually been established, the 
Commisstoner says, has been carried out, 
Dut with no advantage to tue bureau. He 
then says: 

‘* rhe efiect of this provisior is to take from 
the officers of this bureau.tbe power to inter- 
tere where they plainly see the Treasury 
being piundered by the fraudulent and un- 
worthy. I could see it in numberless cases of 
pensions having no title, pensioners drawing 
more than one pension, widows who bavin

ORIENTAL PIRATES. 


Lias River Virtually im Pessession eof 
Chinese Brigand. 


Saw FrRaxcisco, Cal., Oct. 29.—Obninese 
papers received by steamer contain accounts 
of numerous outrages by bandits and pirates 
ia the Orient. A band of men, made desper- 
ate by the loss of crops and homes in the ro- 
cent overthrow of the Liao River, have estab- 
lished a reign of terror. This band consists 
of about 200 armed men. By these raids they 
have secured several beats with which they 
carry on operations on the water. 

During three weeks of the raids of this law- 
less dand twenty men were killed and more 


than three times that number were wounded 
by them. Their operations covered a dis 
tance of nearly 180 miles along the Liao 
River. 

For protection boats now travel in batehes, 
and so powerful have the robbers beco'ne 
that they do not hesitate to attack numbers 
of boats at the same time, even in daylight. 
Four boats were attacked by one of the pi- 
ratical craft having a crew of forty armed 
men on Sept. near New Change. All valu- 
ables and arms were taken, two sallors were 
killed and two others wounded. The cargo 
boats are arming their crews and preparing 
to resist the pirates. 

News from Singapore tells of the robbery 
of a Chinese coasting vessel, bound from 
Singe pore for the tsland of Luiggi, by ‘ alay 
pirates. A number of them took passage on 
the coaster and at night attack d the ship’s 
clerks and robed them of abaut $300 in cash. 
The nolse made aroused a member of the 
crew and he hastened to the assistance of 
the clerks but was stabbed by the \alays, 
and thrown overboard. The Malays jumped 
into the water and escaped. 


PRICES OF COAL 


Wall Street is uns ei to Knew Why An- 
thracite Compenies Advanced Prices. 
New York, Oct. 29.—Henry C lews says that

Klein and Savage, who have been living in 


idleness about town, and who once belonged 
to what is known locally as the Hawthorne 
gang of desperadoes, might be implicated. 
It was reported that the young men were 
separated from the gang on accesent of a dis- 
agreement as to the plan for robbing a Union 
Pacine train at a point between here and 
Portiand, 

Shortly after separating Hawthorne and 
his pale robbed a store here of & lot of guns, 
pistols and ammunition and ieft for their 
rendes vous near Mount Hood. It is said the 
only clewtothe robbers was a bar of steel, 
sbarpenedat ons end and fashioned into a 
hook at the other, which they left and whieh 
was found beside the empty treasue box on 
the floor of the express office on the morning 
of the robbery. 

Following the suggestion of Sheriff Driver, 
Detectives Sam Simons of Portland and Lord 
of the Surety company of Kansas City visited 
the shop and living room of Klein and Sav- 
age, which is in a barn in Klein's yard. The 
walls of the room bristied with guns of every 
description and the room also contained an 
anvil and tools for doing light bDiaeksmith 
work. Sheriff Driver, learning this, took the 
steel tools to Salem, where Rowe, one of the 
gang, isconfined in the penitentiary, and 
from him learned it was fashioned 


in this shop by members of the Hawthorne 
gang from a drinn stolen from a Union Pacific 
locomotive at the time they contemplated 
ihe train robbery. Kowe also stated that 
Klein, who is by trade an expert locksmith, 
possessed a key to the express office. 

Armed with this information, Mr. Driver, 
accompanied by Detective Simons, re- 
turned to The Dalies and caused the arrest 
of Nein and Savage. iIhey were captured 
without resistance at their room and 
confined in separate apartments at the hotel 
where District Attorney Jayne and ur. 
Simons attempted to again a confession 
from them. They withstood all advances 
tor a time. Finaliy Kleis broke down and 
sobbingly confessed the hole matter, tell- 
ing Where the money was hidden.

JEALOUSY AND MURDER. 


Jehn J.Grimme Shet te Death by a Fer- 
mer Friend.

„r. Roddey’s plas is for every cotton farm- 
er, no matter how small, to become a share- 
holder. When the crop is gathered each 
member shall turn intothe trust one bale out 
of every five or six bales raised by him, or, if 
the crop is a small one, then one Daie out of 
every seven or eight stall go to the trust. 
Ihe amount oF cotton thus placed ia 
the hands of the trust shall be held 
by the latter as @ sort of balaace whee! 
to the market, Tie farmer will market his 
crop, less the ampunt turned over to the 
trust, as vest suits ulm. Ihe trust supply 
will be held untiithe market price shall be 
high enough to warrant its sale and the re- 
turn of a good pi oft. Mr. Koddey feeis sure 
that the adoption @ his plan and the forma- 
tian of a trust, as proposed, will at once 
put the price of cotou up to about 9 cents 
fromthe present penny whieh is about 5 
cents. This would be an immediate and ma- 
terial benefit to thefarmer, who would also 
benefit by tue dividends, waich It is expected

TUTIONAL AND THE OTHER VALID, 


‘The Local Legislation in the Devoy Law 
Wee Morely in Fulfilling the Béquire- 
mente of Anether Statute on the 
Books—The Stone Law Was Direct 
Local Legislation. 


The decision of the Supreme Court in hold. 
ing the Devoy law constitutional after the 
opinion by Judge Barclay, holding the Stone 
law unconstitutional, has caused some com- 
ment among attorneys and people generally 
who are not up on the fine points of distine- 
tion which the court makes in the two cases. 
The difference in the two laws, althugh both 
apply exclusively to st. Louis, as near as it 
can be explained in a few words, is that the 


action of the Legislature in redistricting st. 


Louls was taken under the provisions 
of sec. 87, art. 6 of the constitution, 
which provides that tue Legislature shall 
Provide justices syMcient to meet the public 
demandin the various counties. 
this the Legisiature enacts a special law 
providing for justices only in that portion of 
the State deemed necessary, and the su- 
preme Court has held it to be in accordance 
with that article of the constitution, In 
other words, it is simply carrying out one 
feature of a general law. In the stone law 
the Supreme Court held that the legislation 
was purely local. 
MR, MARSHALL EXPLAINS. 

City Counselor Marshall says that, to his 
mind, the distinction is very clear. When 
the case was being arguedin the Supreme 
Court the Stone law decision was one of the 
strong points made by 1. J. Rowe, Mr. Man- 
ning’s attorney. He held that ir the Stone 
law was unconstitutional because made ap- 
plicable only to cities of over 300, 000 people, 
which clearly weant St. Louis, and was 
therefore local legislation, the Devoy law, 
whieh was worded almost the same, must be 

In his re piy to this 
Mr. arshall said: 


In i877 the Legislature passed a law dt. 
viding st. Louis into districts. This it did 
under sec. 37, art. 6 of the Constitution, 
which says’ “The Legislature shall provide 
in each county as many justices as the pub- 
lie convenience may require,and shall define 
their powers and duties.’ The constitution- 
au ofthis act was questioned, and in Its 
decision the Supreme Court, inthe case of 
the State on the relation of Monthan vs. Wal- 
ton, declared that the actof 1687 was nota 
local law, although, in terms, it app od to 
St. Louls, plainly for the reason at the 
Legisiature could not by a general law ai- 
vide the Clty of st. Louls into justices’ dis- 
tricts, and at the same time divide the Stat 
into districts. In other words, the Legisla- 
ture in passing the act simply performed a 
duty devolving upon it under sec. 87, art. 6 
of the constitution, and in no case ‘could it 
then be said that in doing so it violated sec. 
63, art. 8, of the constitution, whieh pro- 
hibits jocal legislation. 


His CONCLUSION, 
**Clearly, then, if the law of 1887 was con- 
stitutional the law of 1891 was constitutional. 
The fact that the judges had assigned to 
them ministerial duties cut no figure. No 


power was delegated to them. They were 
simply made a commission to do the detail 
work laidout by the Legisiature.’’ 

Mr. Marshall says thatthe stone law was 
passed purely asa local measure, and was 
notin any sense carrying out a duty which 
nab sotsined upon it under an article of the con- 
stitution

Stenographer’s Fees. 


Judge V alliaat decided a very importan 
question in connection with the taxation of 
referes’s feos. Dempsey Bros. brought a me- 
chanic’s lien suit against Christ Schawacker 


in 1887, and Luke McLaughlin became secur- 
ity for the costs in the case on Jan. 21, 1888, 
A few Gays after that the case was referred 
to W. O. Marshall for trial, and on Feb. 7, 
1888, the plaintiffs and defendant made 
an agreement by which they employed 
a stenographer and agreed to pay cer- 
tain fees, The case was tried before 
tne referee and in November, 1893, he filed 
his report recommending a judgment in 
favor of defendant against the piaintiffs and 
in January, 1894, tue court allowed the stenog- 
rapher neariy $1,100 for fees under this 
agreement.

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THE NEW CHANCELLOR. 


Prince Hohenloke Enters Upon the Da- 
ties ef His High Office. 


PoTspAM, Oct. 29.—Prince Von Hohenlohe 
visited Emperor William to-day in his new 
capacity of Chancellor of the German Em- 
pire and Premier of Prusfia. The Prince 
therm proceeded to Berlina, @ which city Herr 
Vor Koeller, the newly ap@pinted Minister of 
the Interior, had preced m. 


The new Chancellor, who takes up the dur - 
den which proved too weighty for Bismarck 
and Caprivi, is 73 years old. He is a native o 
of Bavaria. He entered the Prussian diplo- 
matic service, but resigned to enter the dip- 
lomatic service of Bavaria on decoming pos- 
sesBor of the family estates of Schilling: 
fuerst. 
In 1867 he became Bavarian Prime Minister, 
and also undertook to fill the office of Min- 
ister for Foreiga Affairs. He at once, in the 
latter capacity, became the opponent of 
Prince Bismarck’s plaa for German unity, 
and was-even thought to be organizing 
a Southern rival to the North German Bund. 
His election in 1969 to the post of Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Customs Parliament of the 
German Confederacy was supposed to be a 
direct slight to Bismarck. 
Although a Roman Catholic, Prince Ho- 
henlohe was no Ultramontane, and on ac- 
count of his opposition to the decrees of the 
Ecumenical Council of the Vatican, the infla- 
ence of the priests was brought to bear 
against him in the Bavarian elections of 1870, 
a he was foreed to resign.
